Hello BA gang, 


I think everybody arrives, sooner or later, where I am now. During the last 
four years, I have been collecting vintage radio gear, mostly tubed but 
also some vintage SS. I have spent more than I can justify in this hobby. 
Sometimes, it has become obsessive (i.e. 'I NEED that one!') and have done 
the impossible to raise the money to buy a new _necessary_ item... 


Now I have been lucky enough to have a larger radio shack in my new house 
but, as usually happens, it is full even before I have moved there (I had 
two smaller shacks and some other gear stored in other places). So I have 
found that I need to sell some of this gear. There is also a sidenote: I 
have resurrected my old motorcycle hobby and plan to buy a used sport 
touring bike, so I need some cash. But, trust me, main reason to sell gear 
is to feel comfortable in new shack, without being crowded as in old one. I 
want to be able to have two or three nacked rigs to work on same time, 
without moving other gear to get the space. Also, having so much money 
invested in radio makes me feel somewhat bad... Perhaps some of you have 
also suffered same ‘disease’. 


I am not planning to get out of the hobby (and this is NOT pre-April 1st 
fool!). But as a collector, nobody could ever have ALL the ‘interesting’ 
gear. And I can only operate a rig at a time so, why do I need 30+ rigs

We don't need to have the largest state sale of 
the region (and you will sure not be there to see)!

Has 
a 200 KHz crystal, two gray Sickles (what I assume to be) RF 
transformers, one labeled "A" with 200KHz and 50 KHz adjustments and

transmitter. Interesting circuit. It uses a "regenerative 
divider" to produce a 50KHz output from the 200KHz rock. 
Third harmonic (150KHz) of the 50KHz that they don't have 
yet feeds the 12SA7 to mix down to 50KHz. May have 1KHz 
modulation if memory serves.
